We have lately given aomeaocounts of 
the operwtJon ot agricultural bonk* in 
Europe, which hav* done very much for 
the farming claa* by making It poasibl* 
for It to cccure loan* on turh srcurlty 
aa fnrmera can offor. lire farmer Is 
eapecially In neott of credit, for Ibe In- 
trrval moat olw-nya be conaldrrablo be- 
tween tli« preparation of the eoU and 
the harrMting of the crop. He must 
ipend money a long time before -he 
can get any buck. Aa to moat oi hia. 
products, he may be aaid lo be carry- 
ln« on a buslnesa where tho atock la 
turned over but once n yrar. Further- 
more, as a crop matures ell over the 
country at the same seaeoo, and gener- 
ally within a period of a few weeks. It is 
'partlcolsrly Important to tbe tanner 
that he should not be compelled to re- 
sllee OH hia barveata Immediately, He 
would tir*a|f the aei'ket if he wore 
obliged to sell all his oropa as soon as 
gathered, and yet he mmt sell a good 
deal, for he boa been undtf expenao for 
nonttis withont any ioooms. 

While the farmer more thui almost 
any other produoer needs credit, he 
osnnot generally offer conimerclal oe- 
cnrlty, and real estate ia not a good 
aecurify for ordinary banks of discount 
to take, and It la uiilwwful for oor on- 
tlonel banka to ocerpt it, Tbe result 
U that ths former Is usually compelled 
to sell hie produce at an unpropKiona 
time or to get eredH. ot merofanats and 
prirnte bonkera for which usurious 
rates ars obtained. In this country 
there haa been proctioolly no effort to 
supply this need for sgrlcultuml cred- 
ite, although ths brokers and privaZo 
bankers and factors who hava made 
a pnetloe ot lending to formers hove 
made n great deal of money ont of it, 
for the absence of oompetitlon enables 
them to get a high rate for money, and 
the farmer pretty ganerally pays hie 
debts. 

It la ainfular that in onr own oonn- 
try no effort has been mods to afford 
agriculture In general the oapitol it 
needs for the improving of lend end 
for carrying en term opcretlooe during 
the long Intervefs between the annual 
marketing of crops. Tbe changed oon- 
dltlous of the timea make it imperative 
that farming must be oondnoted upon 
more soiectiAc prlnolplea ao as to get 
out ot the land more then It has here- 
tofore produced, and that necessity 
leaves no alternative but either to afford 
the farmer enlarged credit fecilities or 
to leave tho preoent landowners to be 
frozen out by Insolvency, with tbe re- 
eult of tranafenrlng thta industry to 
acleaepoie r e e lngamplermeene snd able 
to eulUvele larger forme upon Improved 
methods. — Journal ot Commerce and 
Conuneivdal BnlleUn.

amias. The word Easter ii derived 
from ail old Haxon word, Oster, mean- 
ing "risiug." We find this by refer- 
ence to Ibe books; our knowledge ol 
the old Haxon language being some- 
what limited.

Tbii day has beeu observed in tome 
fashion tor ages; it luu not always 
bad the same siguilicance attached to 
it that we give it in tbit day and 
time. * 

The Euglhh name was derived from 
that of Ibe Teutonic Goddeat ot 
Spring, Eastre, whoto testral was 
held about the same time of the year 
that we observe Easter. 

It seems therefore in the early his- 
tory ot our Ciiglitb aoorstors, that 
Easter was observed in honor ot 
Spring. 

It seems that iu the early history ol 
Christianity some Christians held that 
Christ was slain on the same day that 
the Jews observed at the least cf the 
piasover, hence they observed April 
1-ith as Easter, which was the tame 
day observeil by the Jaws tor the feast 
pt the |>assover. 

Other ebristisoa thought the day of 
Christ's resurcaetion wu more impor- 
tant than the day ol his death aud 
tberefere held to EUatcr being obeerv- 
e'l on the Sunday which tullowed the 
l 4 th day ot the Moon of March. 
DiacusaioDS arose aa to which woa the 
projier day to be observed, aud came 
near causing a schism in the church. 
However in <S‘25 A. D. the European 
Coustauliiie had the mailer brought 
before the Council at Nice. Here 
the question was fully discussed and 
tiually resulleil in the following rule 
being established tor the whole 
church: "Easter Day is the lirit Hun-^^ 
day alter the full moon which bap- 
|ieus u|Miii or uext after iba March 
‘2lsl; aud it. the lull moou happeus on 
Sunilay, Easter Day is i^e Siiuday 
after." | 

Hence Easier may come as early 
as March 22d or at late as April 25ik.

Mr. L. A. Maden, of Palo, Ohio 
county, arrived in the city yeaterday 
from Evtnavillc.

It II generally understood that 
Easter Day iaobaerved in nommemo- 
ration ot the Reaurrectiun ot Christ.

The word Eaater ia derived 
from an old Saxon word, Oster, mean- 
ing "rising.’’

Thu day has been observed in some 
fashion fur ages; it has not always 
bad the same significance attached to 
it that we give it in this day and 
time. 

The English name was derived from 
that of the Tcntonic Goddess of 
Spring, Eastre, whoae iestral was 
held about the same lime of the year 
that we observe Eaater. 

It seems therefore in the early his- 
tory ot our English ancestors, that 
Eaater was observed in honor ot 
Spring, 

It seems that in the early history of 
Christianity some cbristiani held that 
Christ was slain on the same day that 
the Jews observed as the feast cf the 
possover, hence they observed April 
1-llh as Euler, which wu the same 
day obaerveti by the Jews fur the feast 
pf the |«ssover. 

Other Christians thought the day Of 
Cbriat’s resurraetioo wu more impor- 
tant than the day ol his death aud 
tbereferc held to Eoittrr being obiwrv. 
e<i on the Sunday which followed the 
l4th day of the Moon of March. 
Discusoions arose u to which wuthe 
pru|>er day to be ubserveil, aud came 
near causing a schism in the church. 
However in iVHi A. D. the European 
Constantine had the oialler brought i 
before the Council at Nice. Here 
the ({uesiioii wu fully diwuseed and 
filially resulleil in the folluaing rule 
being Mlublished fur the whole 
church; "Kuter Day is the first Hun-^' 
day alter the full moon which bap* 
l>eus u|H>u or next alter iba March 
‘ilsl; and it the lull moon liap|ieus on 
Sunday, Euter Day is Sunday 
alter.’’ | 

Hence Euler may oomi' as early 
as March 22d or as late as April 'i-^ib. 

Easter has been oburvaal since the 
esiablisbmentof the Christian ,Cliurob 
aud is now observed by a>l Christiau 
Churches. ‘ 

In the early bistorj of Ct>iisUauiiy 
on Eas er day all oburohet’weieoina 
menteil with large wax cand'ti, .mid 
ClirialiAiis saluted eao loiher with a 
kiss and llie words, "ChMsl. is risen;” 
to Ibis a rt-sjMuse was iua<ie, "Chri4 
ia imleesl rissu.” This custom isilill

The eiiMlom ol using Easier eggs 
Mn'fo very old. It is sai l that on a 
royal loll of the time of Edward I.

Il IS a legend in parta of Iceland 
and alsi among some people in tills 
couniry that the sun dance* m it 
riseson Eaater morning. 

Euler M il la ohaerreil to-day is a 
day of worship; a day on which all 
shbuld be devoutly thankful lor mer- 
ciea rscsived; a day on which both 
saint and sinner should be spiniiially 
minded.

Mr. L. A. Maden, of Palo, Ohio 
county, arrived in the city yealerday 
from Evansville. White in Evans- 
ville Maden wu arrested by the police 
officers ol that city, on the charge ol 
murdering his lather, Anthony Mad- 
en.

He uid 
that some days ago Alfred Hudson, a 
young white man, of Hartlord, bad 
committed rape on the petson oi a 
nine-year. old colored girl, and, alter . 
being atrested, had escaped from the 
officers ,and that it wu thought he 
had gone to Evansville. Morrison 
said he telegraphed the Evansville 
police to watch ont lor Hudson. La- 
ter he received notice Irora the offi- 
cers of that city uying they had a 
man in their keeping from Ohio 
county, who gave his name as L. 
Maden and asking Morrison if he 
thonghtit conid be Hudson. Morri- 
son uid he at once wired them to 
holdtbe man until he could get there.

“ITiere Is, In truth, only ont. reel 
money — viz., metallic coin. It i^y be 
oomposed of gold or silver. It might be 
of something else, but It is not. Green- 
backs, treasury notes and natloanl bonk 
notes are but promises to pay. In the 
nature of things they can be nothing 
more. They puss os money, )wrforra 
the fonctiona of money, often more con- 
veniently than money Iteelf. Ueeauscof 
this confiuton cornea, and we are led 
aetray. Seeing that the greenback la 
uttered by the government; that Ithas, 
by the legal tender quality im|mrted to 
it, the power to pay debts, and that 
It circulates with all the power of 
money, diserhninutioD oeaeee— wq cell 
it money — and the Iden that govero- 
ment cou create money by Its aoiicliou 
or flat becomes rooted in the mind. Tho 
diettnetione Just |iolnted out ore, how- 
ever, (undomcntal dlatinctioDs. They 
should be taught in tbeacbools. Ttiey 
are oimple, easy to be uiolerstood even 
by a child. 

“We admit that on many ocenniona 
paper money, whether greenbacks, 
treasury notes or national Isuik notes, 
is more to be desired than gold. Yet 
more to be desired than either, as 
proved by the dolly conduct of men. Is 
B credit balance in e solvent liank. 
For, to secure this better form of good, 
people voluntarily giva to the banker 
these promises to pay — yea, even gold 
Itself — for n credit to on equal supi 
U|ioD £ia books. With on entry U|>on 
tlieir pusabook us evidruce of tlie trans- 
action they claim to have “money In 
the bonk." lii popiUar kuiguage, the 
claim is W'ell enough, but, correctly 
siwoklng. It is positively untrue. They 
have parted w-ith their money, if money 
they hod. It helonga to the hanker; 
it to no lunger theirs. 

“The consideration they have re- 
ceived is on ugreemeut from the hniiker 
to meet their requtoitlons upon him 
from time to time. If the honker is 
faithful to his obligations they have 
mode no bnd harguins, for oil these 
things — greenbacks, treoHUry notes.'na- 
tionol bank notes and, to use the pop- 
ular language, money in Iwuk — are in 
thoir nnture oikI eseeiuT one — vix., they 
ore forms of credit. Their value, each 
cud oil alike, lint in the ahlllty of the 
owner to convert them at lost into tho 
only real form of money now existent 
— metallic coin. And to push the ques- 
tion u little further, the oiUy vuluo of 
the metallic coin lies, nut in the coin ns 
a coin, hut in the power of the metal 
1 he coin contains to exchange for other 
things. 

"It should l:ere he imted that while 
our silver dollur is real money its (lOwer 
to exch.mge for other things is more 
thim doubled by another and ortltiotal 
value imparted to it through the law, 
which gives it |uwer equal to Ihe dol- 
lar in gold to [my customs dues. Hav- 
ing an equal value in this direction, the 
quantity Iwing llinited, it has equal 
value In ell directloua. bu4 thedilTemice 
between the metallic value of the silver 
dollar and this arbitrary value lies hi 
the realm of credit. What I liave ao far 
said lies at the fouwlallon of the sub- 
ject and must he first underetood. 

“We have now current in the United 
Rtstes svallablif in the (lurehuse and sola 
of commodities and for the iwymentof 
labor oervlcca the following agencies: 
“First, gold coin, sliver coin — real 
money. 

"Next, greeuliacks, treasury notes, 
national bank notes and bunk checks. 
The last four lo be clauelUeil together ee 
furuis of credit. 

"I’heir respective legal relationshlpe 
to real money, however, ore not alike. 
The nsUunal Imnk note end the hank 
clier.k may both be aalisfied by tbs 
tender of greenhseks or 1 1 |usury notes, 
while the last two uro redecnied only in 
coin or III |iuy incut of piihlle dues.

Clearly KIxplalaed by a Colleae Pres* 

Idrst St a Ksrmers* Coavesllus. 

The following is part of the syuopele 
printed by the Milton (Wis.) Journal of 
an excellent oddreos by Fresldent Whit- 
lord, of Milton college, before the farm- 
ers’ couvenUon at a nweat meeting at 
Milton. It (Mintains some very lucid 
atatements of money and of the |iower 
of governments to fix value: 

First.— Two sefiorale and distinct val- 
ues are assigned to money, one being 
the intrinsic or racket valuB of the ar- 
ticle usvkI; the.otber the legal or face 
value. Indicated by the stamp or device 
pressed U|>on the article, in some well 
kuowo iiistauvre what Is popularly 
railed money has only one of these 
values. 

Second.— Tho eoroinoni practice of 
tribes and nations In selecting-auch ar- 
ticles or ciHnpiodItIcs for money is to 
sdo|it t» o kinds or grades of them, one 
luivlng greater nierket value according 
to its weight, for use in tlie larger ex- 
changes in tnule; Ihe other liuving less- 
er value, for Ihe smaller exebunges. 
This practice furnishes the first essen- 
tial condition for a system of biiuetoJ- 
lism. 

Third. — Only that money ts basie miff 
widely and peruiaiiently used which is 
made of precious metals, very generally 
gold and silver. Other and perisbuble 
comnioilities are finally ubaniloiied or 
held rrdtvmable in tliese metals. 

Fourth. — The market value of thraa 
metals, not tlieir faos value, constitutes 
the original and contiuuoua quality by 
reusou of which they are oiroost uolvar- 
tally occe|)ted as basic or primary mon- 
ey. Goierniueul or custom can add B 
quality, nqt inherent, but temporary, 
to such metals and oilier articles used 
os a medium of exchange. lint the real 
■iieusiirc thus declared to ba ctfeoUvs 
and lasting musi lie the one esliiblislied 
by the laws of trade, not by tfae cdlots 
of guvcriinienl. 

Fifth. — Government itself cannot fls 
or ooiitrul lbs nisrkeSvtIusor pries of 
any uiaUi orolherimmmodity, whether 
used ns iiimicy or In tbs practical arts. 
Ro it csjiuut inakt flat money snd <x>m- 
pcl tbs psopla to cireulals It a great 
leuglh of time aa monsy of atiy sort. 

Sixth. — Any coins or olbor money 
whose market value is Isas than thsir 
faoo value always soon ex|i«l from olr- 
eulallon all coins or othsr monsy 
whoso market vslus Is greeter socood- 
tug to their weight, unless tba former 
are redeemable In tha latter. Whrnavsr 
a cola show s even a slight Inferiority of 
Ks iiiurket value to Ita face value.
